Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In regards to claim 13 t Farook was used in a 102 rejection, but 
appears to be explained in as a 103. Therefore, the rejections to claim 13 are withdrawn. Also, Farook is silent to the 
access operations incrementing a coresponding reference count prior to attempting creation or replication of a pointer 
or the access operations decrementign a particular reference count no earlier than upon destruction of a pointer to the 
correspondong one of the component shared objects. In regards to claim 1 , Applicant explained that Farook does not 
teach accessing pointers to the shared objects using lock-free pointer operations to coordinate modification of 
respective reference counters. A literal reading of the claim appears that the pointer operations access/consult 
pointers to data/functions that coordinate the modification of respective reference counts. The examiner will reconsider 
the teachings of Farook. Farook teaches lock-free algorhitms that either increment/decrement a reference counter, 
however, the examiner would have to re-evaluate the reference to see if these algorithms manipulate/coordinate with 
pointers of the shared object to increment or decrement a reference count or if the sub-commands of the lock-free 
algorithms, i.e. prev->traverseptr->counter++, prev->counter--, or prev->ptr->counter++ of the curser algorithm would 
constititue' as being lock-free operations since they are in an overall lock-free algorithm. The same argument is made 
in regards to Farook not teaching lock-free pointer operations to claims 22, 29, and 34. The examiner will reconsider 
all of the other claims when interpreting those claims with lock-free pointer operations also. The interview concluded. 
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
